OFFICIAL REPORTS. 


An official communiqué issued in Paris. on | 
Monday, in connection with the Allies’ Con- 
ference, says :— 

“The first meeting of the Conference took 
place at 11 o’clock this morning. Only the 
heads of the various delegations were present— 
namely, M. Briand (France), President of the 
Conference, assisted by M. Berthelot; Mr. 
Lioyd George and Lord Curzon (Great 
Britain), Count Sforza ang Count Bonin 
Longare (Italy), MM. Jaspar“ and Theunis 
(Belgium), Viscount Ishi (Japan). Each dele- 
gation was assisted by two secretaries. It was 
agreed that technical experts should be intro- 
duced, as required, for questions on which they 
will be summoned give advice. 

“After eome words of welcome from 
M. Briand, and a rapid statement as to the 
agenda, the first question which cause] the 
summoning of the Conference was discussed— 
namely, the question of disarmament. The 
technical experts introduced were:—For 
France, M. Barthou, Minister of War, and 
Marshal Foch, assisted by General Weygand 
and General Nollet; for Great Britain, Field- 
Marshal Sir Henry Wileon and General 
Bingham ; for Belgium, General Maglinse; for 
Italy, General Marietti. Pe eae 

“ Marsha] Foch summarised the conclusions 
of the report of the Committee which met. at 
Versailles on December 30, 1920, and then 
explained the present situation of Germany 
as regards troops and armaments. Generals 
Bingham, Nollet, and Marietti also gave the 
Council information on various points. The 
examination of the question of disarmament 
will be-continued at 4 o'clock this afternoon. 

‘After having heard the statements of the 
technical experts this morning, the heads of 
the Governments will deliberate.”’ 

A later official communiqué says :— 4 

“At thie afternoon's sitting, which lasted 
from 4 until 7 o’clock, the Conference continued 
the examination of the question of the 
disarmament of Germany. It was decided 
that military, naval, and air experts should 
meet to-morrow morning, under the chairman- 
ship of Marshal Foch, to draw up a list of 
measures which remain to be taken by Ger- 
many to secure the complete execution of the 
_ clauses of the Versailles Treaty regarding dis- 
armament. The experts will then make a 
report to the Conference. 

“ At to-morrow’s meeting fhe Conference 
will investigate the conditions in Aistria, and 
will then begin the consideration of affairs in 
Greece and in the East.” 


AWAITING THE OPENING. 


Reuter’s Paris Correspondent, telegraphing, 
on Monday, says :—The Inter-Allied Conference 
began at 11.30 to-day, with M. Briand in the 
chair. Before the actual eitting was opened 
Mr. Lloyd George and M. Briand had separate 
interviews in the French Premier’s room. 

Little. knots of persons gathered to get a 
glimpse of the various delegations. 

e first to reach the Mimistry for Foreign 
Affairs was Mr. Lloyd George. He was quickly 
followed by members of other delegations and 
by the Allied Military and Naval Missions, in 
uniform. There were no demonstrations of any 
kind.

AMBUSHES IN SEVERAL 
DISTRICTS. 


TWO SOLDIERS AND TWO 
CIVILIANS DEAD. . 


MANY OTHERS WOUNDED. 

An official report issued by General Head- 
quarters in Dublin lest night ie as follows :— 
This afternoon a mixed party of military and 

police was ambushed near New Birmingham, 
County Tipperary, a martial law area. 
After an exchange of fire the attackers were 
dispersed, but the military casualties in- 
_ flicted on them have not been ascertained. 
One military sergeant was killed, and one 
private subsequently died of wounds. 

One officer and two privates and one poljce 
officer and two constables were wounded, 
ur .Thurles Correspondent telegraphed last 
night:—A military sergeant and a private were 
killed and an officer and seven other renks 
were wounded in an ambush at Glengoole Hill 
to-day. The ambush occurred at noon. The 
lorry containing the ill-fated soldiers was 
commandeered this morning in Killenaule out- 
side the local creamery, with the driver, Mr. 
Brennen, who was compelled to drive. The 
soldiers left Killenaule, where their barrack 
is, and took a circular route through the villages 

of The Commons and Lickifin. — 

Their way home lay through Glengoole, but 
before reaching the Fe village, at a sharp 
turn of the road, where it is skirted by a low 
line of roeky hills, affording admirable cover, 
they were assailed by a heavy hail of lead which 
burst suddenly in their front and flank. 

At the first volley the military sergeant, who 
sat by the side of the civilian driver, fell dead. 
A private was also shot. The military alighted, 
and, getting as much cover ag they could, re- 
plied to the attackers’ fire. ; 

There were several exchanges, during which, 
it is stated, the officer in command was severely 
wounded, and most of jhis party were hit, “but 
not seriously. It is not certain that any of the 
attacking party suffered. 

The dead and wounded were taken to Kil- 
lenaule. They belonged to the Northampton 
Regiment. Large forces of military and police 
subsequently scoured the district. All the roads 
in the vicinity were blocked, and there is great 
excitement in the locality. 

Our Clonmel Correspondent telegraphs :—A 
police and military patrol was ambushed to- 
day when returning from Kilcooley at New 
Birmingham. Sergeant Blakenbury, Lincoln 
Regiment, was shot dead, and Private Staves, 
of the same regiment, died of wounds. A mili- 
tary officer and one private were wounded. The 
raiders were dispersed.

on TRAGES AND REPRISALS 


Dr. Gilmartin, Roman Catholic Archbishop of 
Tuam, has sent the following letter to the Rev. 
P. Forde, P.P., Headford, following the ambush 
of Auxiliary Pclice and subsequent reprisals in 
that district :'— 

‘* Allow me to send you and your people an 
expression of my most sincere sympathy in the 
horrors you have experienced during the last 
few days. Those who organised the Kilroe 
ambush are practically the first civilians to 
break the truce of God that I called for this 
diocese on Sunday, 25th July. During the six 
months that have passed since thet date the 
people of this diocese have shown magnificent 
restraint and patience under very great pro- 
vocation. Arrests, floggings, shootings, imprison- 
ment without trial, raids, and other indignities 
+ have failed to draw them into courses of 
violence. The misguided criminals who fired a 
few shots from behind a wall and then de- 
camped to a safe distance are guilty of a triple 
crime; they have broken the truce of God, they 
have incurred the guilt of murder. Knowing, 
as they must know, the nature of the gaí Tv 
that are likely to follow en ambush, they came 
from outside to do a foul and craven deed, and 
then, having fired their few cowardly shots, they 
beat a hasty retreat, leaving an unpro 
and innocent people at the mercy of uniformed 
forces. Whilst it is a consolation to you to 
know that none of your parishioners was im- 
plicated in this ambush, it must have wrung 
your heart, as it did mine, to see as many as 
eleven homesteads burned down and nine 
families left destitute and homeless. One crime 
does not justify another, and, while I condemn 
the criminal and cowardly folly of the ambush, 
I also condemn the inhuman .barbarity of such 
reprisals ag*you were obliged to witness. 

“I have done all I possibly could to hold up 
the law of God before the eyes of the Govern- 
ment as well as before the eyes of the e. 
I heve condemned crime and counter-crime; I 
have preached the Gospel of peace and forgtve- 
ness, Í now appeal again to the best elements 
of the two sister nations to call off a state of 
warfare which is a negation of Christianity, and 
which, if contirfued, may bring disaster to the 
stronger as well as to the Weaker nation, In 
the name of Christianity I renew our call‘for a 
truce of God. I pray that God may bless all 
who co-operate in encouraging and maintaining 
this truce. As to those on either side who en- 
courage aggression and war, I must only leave 
them to the Almighty and Just God, Who in 
His own time ‘ hath put down the mighty from 
their seat and heth exalteth. the humble.’ 
‘ Blessed are the peacemakers, Mor they shall 
be called the children of God’: and for the con- 
solation of your afflicted people let me close 
with those words of Christ: ‘ Blessed are they 
that mourn, for they shall be comforted.’ 

“If I do not on this oceasion amhmadvert on 
the sacrilege of burning ecclesiastical property 
and sacred books and vessels; if I do not refer 
to the injuries and indignities suffered by an 
unoffending priest whose name has not been at 
all connected with politice—if, I say, I do not 
single out these crimes for special condemnation, 
it is that I do not wish to distinguish between 
the sufferings of priests gnd people. The priests 
are prepared to stand or fall with their faithful 
people, and, if the people are to suffer, the 
priests must be prepared to share their sorrows 
as well as their joys.” iú

SATISFACTORY PROGRESS, 


Telegraphing from Paris later, Reuter’s Cor- 
respondent says:—It is learned from French 
sources that the French representatives at the 
Inter-Allied Conference are quite content with 
the progress that has been made with the dis- 
cussion of the disarmament question. In their 
statements to the Conference this morning, the 
military experts confined themselves to giving 
only faets and figures in regard to disarmament 
in Germany, and stated specifically that the de- 
cision must rest with the Allied Premiers. With 
reference to the question of the disarmament of 
Germany, the opinion prevails that the decision 
of the Conference will be embodied in a Note 
addressed to Germany, granting an extension ot 
‘two or three months of the time within which 
Germany must conform with the obligationg 
which she has undertaken on the subject of dis- 
armament. 

The Liberté states that an extension of the 
period up to May Ist only—may possibly be 
too short if the Prussian and Bavarian militias 
are really strong enough to defy the German 
Goverment. On the other hand, the proposed 
deldy may, perhaps, be too long, if before May 
Ist the situation should again become threaten- 
ing in Centra] and Eastern Europe. The Liberté 
adds that the question of disarmament cannot 
be separated from the question of the general 
political situation of Europe, nor can it be 
detached from the question of reparations, in- 
asmuch as, in order to ensure payment. by Ger-

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FARMER'S SON SHOT DEAD. 

Our Skibbereen Correspondent writes — 
Auxiliary police continue to scour South and 
West Cork districts (martial law area) both by 
day and night. While Mass was being cele- 
brated at Timoleague they surrounded the 
church, and held up and searched the entire 
male congregation as they emerged from the 
church. Numerous arrests of young men fol- 
lowed. and a few who ran away were fired on, 
several being wounded, and one, a farmer’s son 
named Donovan, being subsequently found by 
his father, shot dead in Courtmacsherry Wood, 
a short distance from Timoleague. The de- 
ceased youth was in company with another 
young man when they were called upon to 
“halt” by Auxiliaries, and, failing to obey the 
order, he was apparently shot dead, his com- 
panion making good his escape. 

At the last Mass at Skibbereen, Rev. F. 
McCarthy, Adm., advised the people to “ halt” 
when ordered to do so by forces of the Crown, 
and said the latter had an admittedly un- 
pleasant duty to perform. It was disobedience 
of the order to “halt” that had brought about 
the tragic death of the young man Donovan 
near, Timoleague and the wounding of others, 
and “when the Crown forces appeared, instead 
of running away, every civilian should stand 
still and quietly submit to be searched.

INTERNATIONAL MINERS’ 
MEETING IN LONDON. 


Under the presidency of Mr. Robert Smillic, a 
meeting of the Central Executive of the Miners’ 
International Federation was held in London 
yesterday. Reports as to the economic con- 
i ditions prevailing in their countries were sub- 
mitted by the various delegates. Jt was found 
that trade depression was universal, short time 
was being worked in most countries and stocks 
of coal being accumulated, while in Germany 
overtime had to be worked in order to felfil 
the terms of the Spa Treaty. 

Regarding the delivery of German coal while 
the price credited to Germany for the sale of 
this coal was less than the world price, the 
whole question will be discussed further to-day. 

A resolution, proposed in the name of the 
French and Belgian organisations, and wup- 
ported by the German organisations, was unani- 
mously agreed 4o, calling upon the workers to 
redouble their’ activity in favour of the ex- 
ploitation of mines by the community.

It is, therefore, 
quite possible that a weaker solution than I use 
might be found sufficient. The following is 
what I use (stock solution) :—Quassia chips, lib. ; 
tobacco, 20z.; flower of sulphur, 20z.: soft soap, 
llb.; water, l gal. This is sufficient for at leas! 
10 gallons. It will save useless spraying it any 
necessary pruning is done first.”
